On April 15, 2019, the Pennsylvania State Police (PSP) received your request for 
information pursuant to the Pennsylvania Right-to-Know Law (RTKL), 65 P.S. §§ 67.101 
- 3104, wherein you state: 

Pursuant to the Pennsylvania Right to Know Act, I hereby request the 
following records: 

Basic information on all cases (open and closed) of missing American 
Indian/Alaska Native persons (including juveniles) within the state, from 2000 
through 2019; this basic information can include but is not limited to: person name, 
age, DOB, incident date, case closure date, count/jurisdiction in which person was 
reported missing. 

Under the RTKL, a written response to your request is due on or before April 
22, 2019. 

Under the provisions RTKL section § 67.902(b)(2), you are hereby notified that 
your request is being reviewed and the PSP will require up to an additional 30 days, i.e., 
until May 22, 2019, in which to respond to your request. Should your request be 
granted, the total for the estimated or actual fees owed, if any, will be included in our 
subsequent response. The reason for requiring additional time for a final response is 
checked below: 

□ Compliance with your request may require the redaction of certain information that is 
not subject to access under RTKL. 

□ Your request requires retrieval of one or more records that are stored at a remote 
location.
